Five delegates to the California Junior College Student 
Government association conference at Catalina last week 
end reported on their workshops at Monday’s meeting of the 
Hartnell college ASB commissioners. 

Gus Andersoy, next year’s student body president, -re- 


ported he attended the athletics 
workshop where extensive effort 
was made to recognize and perpet- 
uate intercollegiate sports among 
women. 


. Sophomore President George Dud- 
attended the finance workshop for 
under $25,000, for the purpose “‘of 
looking at both sides of the fence” 
since Hartnell’s budget is approxi- 
mately $28,000. He explained a res- 
olution that came out of his work- 
shop aimed at allowing college stu- 
dents to deduct tuition and college 
expenses from their income tax. 


Dudley also reported the mem- 
bers of the publicity and public re- 
lations workshop sent through a 
resolution calling for a split in the 
workshop, public relations to be 
held in the. fall and publicity in 
the spring. 

Bob Barber, finance commis- 
sioner, attended the finance work- 
shop for over $25,000 and reported

Modern Jazz Quartet Receives Top 
Billing, Thanks To Pianist-Writer 


One of the newest groups to gain fame in the sometimes fickle eyes 
of jazz purists is the modern jazz quartet. The most unique feature of 
this group, which has had sweeping success in the Downbeat and Metro- 
nome polls of late is its original writing by John Lewis, the piano 
player. ' 

Lewis, who was one of the first to write “melody” solo parts for the 
drums and make them'a truly integrated part of the combo was born 
in La Grange, Ill., on May 3, 1920. His brilliant arranging and writ- 
ing however, would probably not have been nearly so much appreciated 


'| if he didn’t have Milt (Begs) Jackson to play it on vibes. 


Everyone admires Jackson who holds the distinction of being the 
first jazz musician to play the vibes. And since he is only 28 years old, 
it looks like he will be around for a few more years developing and 
maturing in the best jazz tradition. 

Percy Heath, who furnishes the bass. for the quartet is also a musician 
of the highest caliber and one of the most recorded musicians in jazz. 
Many people don’t appreciate the bass since it is relatively quiet com- 
pared to the other instruments but Heath’s superb tone and technique 
make other bassists take notice and try to imitate. 

Drumming is divided between two excellent technicians and artists, 
Kenny Clark and Connie Kay. 

Ever since 1952, when the group was first formed, its popularity has 
been rising. Records by the MJQ can beg found on the Prestige, Clef, 
and Blue Note labels. 

While we're at it we might as well take a crack at those men who 
went after Nat King Cole at one of his appearances in the South re- 
cently. What un-American unmitigated unmannerly and unprincipled 
bums! 

We read not too long ago about Yma Sumac, the exotic Peruvian 
singet with the five octave range. It seems shes going to take up jazz 
singing instead of primitive and South American stuff she has been 
doing. And with Billy May, too. This ought to be interesting.
